4. TUDOR CLAIM (STATE 164894 AND 164869). BOGDAN IS 
OUT ALL DAY JUNE 29, SO I SHALL BE SEEING HIM lUNE 30

5. TCP (STATE 162622). IN RESPONSE TO YOUR QUESTION,
